Specifically Defines Trusts. 


"M y bill,” said Mr. Henry, "n u lli­ 
fies the alterations written into the 
Sherman law by the unwarranted and 
purely legislative decision of the su­ 
preme court in the Standard Oil and 
tobaeeo trust cases last spring. That 
is, the bill legislates the ‘rule of rea­ 
son’ out of the law 
and it defines 
(specifically what a trust is 
It makes j 
the violation of this law a felony, witn 
imprisonment for not less than two 
years nor more than ten years. 
"Fin es and dissolutions seem to be 
child’s play for the trust m agnates.1 
Felons’ stripes, where the violation is 
knowingly or wdlfully done, will prove 
a potential remedy for these flag ran t; 
acts of commercial outlaws 
The Chi­ 
nese an titru st law provided: ‘Those 
who interrupt commerce are to be be­ 
headed.’ 
To behead such offenders in 
ur country would be entirely too ex­ 
treme, but to compromise with a iM-n- j 
Itentiary sentence and a felon’s stripe* 
s a punishment is mild and should be 
dministered. 
"M y bill justly exempts ‘members of 
rganizatlons or associations not for 
profit and without capital stock and 
Iso agricultural products or live stock 
n 
the 
hands 
of 
the 
producer 
or 
aiser.’ 
The first exemption as to la- 
yr was intended In the original legis 
atlon and the second as to agrioul- 
ural products and live stock is found 
n some state laws. 
These exemptions 
re right and should be made.” 
Democratic leaders will confer on 
he bill ii« soon as the members as- 
emble late this month and it is their 
purpose to make the bill one of the 
‘oremost on the legislative program 
or the regular session. 


Tribunal’s Decision in Intermountain 


Rate Cases Fans Into Flame Sm old­ 


ering Sentiment Against the Court 


and Belief Grows That Fnough Votes 


M ay Be Secured to Pass Measure 


Even if Taft Should Disapprove It. 


Washington, Nov. 16.— The demand 
for 
the abolition 
of 
the commerce 
court, which has been smoldering for 
months and which burst into flame 
with that tribunal’s decision of the 
Intermountain rate cases, has assumed j 
cerious proportions. 
The Democratie house Is eager for j 
the chance to repeal the provision of , 
the law creating the court and devel- j 
opments Indicate that a sufficient num- j 
her of votes in the Republican senate j 
are available for the passage of the 
repeal through that body. 
It is assumed that the president j 
would veto the repeal, so that th e ! 
abolition of the court could be accom­ 
plished only in the event that two- j 
thirds of each house should pass the j 
bill over the executive disapproval. 
It transpired that nearly all of the 
Republican senators from the moun­ 
tain and some neighboring states are 
ready to join the movement to wipe 
out the court. 
The decision of a few 
days ago, holding that the interstate 
commerce 
commission 
exceeded 
its 
authority in reducing the intermoun- 1 
tain long and short haul rates, has 
raised a storm of protest throughout 
the F a r W est. 
The senators who are planning to 
introduce the repeal of the court sec­ 
tion of the law have been making a 
canvass of the situation. 
They have 
telegrams and letters indicating that 
fourteen regular Republican sen ato r 
from the Far W est are willing to vote 
lor the repeal. 
Representative Sim s of Tennessee 
■will introduce the repeal in the house. 
There Is no doubt of its passage there, 
where the court has even fewer friends 
than in the lust house, where a tie ; 
vote was all that saved the provision 
from being expunged from the bill. 
The progressives and the Democrat.-« I 
and many of the regulars contend thaf 
the court is a failure. 
Not only in tho 
intermountain but In a half a dozen 
other cases the court has held up or­ 
ders of the commerce commission reg­ 
ulating rates in favor of the shippers. 
President Taft and his friends un­ 
doubtedly w ill put up a stout defense 
of the Institution. 
The adm inistration 
takes the position that it is too early 
to judge the efficacy of the new insti 
tution.

The sn peri isor of the 8elway forest, 
^insisting of 1,000,000 acres, which was 
formerly part of the Nez Perce reserve 
in Idaho, predicts that aeroplanes and 
wireless telegraphy will Do important 
factors in forest fire prevention before 
a far distant date. 
He believes that a 
man in an aeroplane could do more ac­ 
curate and extensive survey work in 
the forests of the Pacific slope country 
in a few hours when forest fires are 
raging than is usually accomplished by 
twenty rangers in a week. 
With wireless stations Installed on 
peaks In the chief danger zones lie be­ 
lieves it would lie a comparatively easy 
task to assemble men and apparatus to 
check and extinguish the flames and 
prevent spreading.
